Working as a pharmacy technician without an active registration is a violation of the law which
may result in disciplinary action by the Board of Pharmacy.

For reinstatement you are required to complete 20 Continuing Education Credit Hours (CES).

If you are applying for reinstatement more than 2 years after expiration of your registration, you
must pass a Board-approved examination and provide documentation to the Board. This
application is valid for one year from the date received by the Board. If you have not mt the
criteria for registration within one year, your application will expire and you will have to submit a
new application and fees. Fees paid for expired applications will not be refunded or credited.

Once you have completed the reinstatement process you will receive a registration form in the
mail. Please allow one to two weeks for processing of your reinstatement application.

To view and track continuing professional education credits from ACPE-accredited providers, all
pharmacy technicians should obtain a NABP e-Profile identification number. To view and track
these credits, you must first set up an NABP e-Profile, obtain your NABP e-profile ID, and register
for CPE Monitor. You can obtain more information on the NABP website at
https://store.nabp.net/OA HTML/xxnabpibeGblLogin.jsp. (Note: Non-ACPE accredited CE
programs must have been approved by Board and may not be retrieved from the CPE Monitor
system.)
